They do not 
consider that the people ha.-e any busi- 
ness to know what has been said in exec- 
utive Boasious.and want these sessions put 
on the same footing as a meeting of tl'e 
president's cabinet or the private meotiui; 
of an executive board of a railway cor- 
poration. But this position in not well 
taken. The chief work that comes up in 
executive session is tho confirmation or 
rejection of nominations made public by 
tho president. It the nominations were 
secretly made and in such a manner 
were sent to the senate, then it would be 
proper to consider them in sessions that 
were secret; 


Another objection made against open 


sessions IB that frequently the senators 
say something that they do not want 
reporters to hear or the publio to read- 
It ie an easy matter to get around this 
trouble. The senators should say noth- 
ing iu executive sessions that is not per- 
fectly proper to be reported and all right 
for the public to read. No buncumbo or 
clap trap speeches should bo made in 
executive sessions. Demagogical haran - 
gaefl which ill-bocome senators of tho 
"United States, have no business to bo 
made. The senators should get down to 
business and do business in a business 
way and then not a single point oould 
bo raised against open executive sessions' 


It is to be hoped that Logan's resolu- 


tion will prevail. Lot the senators try 
the new plan. Abolish thostdr chamber 
system, sud if it should prove a bad 
change, public Hontiment and common 
sense would soon demand its abolition.

Thus a 5-pountl note 
bearing date of 20th of June, 1SS3, makes 
it impossible for a note of any denomina- 
tion to hear the same date. To keep ac- 
count of tht-ae a ledger lettered on tlie 
hack to correspond with the particular 
series—"Fives ^0 June, 1863"—is prepared 
with '300 rectangular spaces on each page. 
These are numbered throughout tlie book 
from 1 to 100,000, and as each note is re- 
turned to the bank, the date of Its return 
is entered in tho corresponding space in 
the ledger. 


A forger manufacturing 5-pound notes 


will, of course, use fl date when a series 
of 5-pound notes was actually Issued nnd 
he will take care that the. note bears a 
number not oxceedine HJO.OOO, or the imi- 
tation would at once be delected. If it is 
well enough executed to pass the cashiers 
it will instantly bo discovered when it 
reaclius the "Returned Note Department," 
if the true note of the same number—as 
often happens—has before been presented.

Prices paid this week havelranxe" about 
the samo as before the principal ronson 
for the decreased »ales being tho im- 
passable roads. One or tivo of the dealers 
are jast fairly commencing to 
buy 


now, and their warehouses present a 
hvaly appearance. Baines & Hoddles are 
now running two establishments one hero 
and one in Monroe, and at the one in 
this oily they aro engaged iu sorting for 
Bowe & Btevons. Nearly all of ths -ware- 
house men aro working full forces of 
hands, as they have enough loaf on hand 
to lost them some time, oven though the 
roads do continue bad. 


TILLERS. 


During the reign of low prices in to- 


bocco, what it costs to produce an ncro, 
has received considerable atteiitiOD, 
It 


is estimated that a Wisconsin farmer cim 
raise a first class crop of wrapper tobacco 
for from four to sir cents, and tho prices 
paid by dealers this year arc too nenr 
those iiguros to be comforlablp. 
Many 


comparisons have been ruado between 
prices in Wisconsin and those in New 
York state, tho lottur rnnging from nine 
to sixteen cents. 
The comparisons woro 


of course very much in favor of tlio New 
York leaf, and the life ot a grower in that 
stale was thooght to he one nt constant 
money-getting. G. A. GofT'e letter to tno 
Homestead shows this iu u somowhnt 
different light, however, anil his state- 
ment of the costs nili bo ot iutoicFl. U 
is as follows:

plowing twice, harrowing and ridging, 
§3; plants for one acre, S5; setting plants 
aud replanting, $5; cultivating live times, 
S3.75; boe'ng twice, $7; -worming, top- 
ping and suokoring, SIO; cutting and 
housing, S8; use of curing burn, 
BIO; 


twino for hanging, 50 cents. Tefal cost 
up to time ot taking down, £!)4,i~>. Cost 
ot stripping, assorting, packing ami cas- 
ing on a basis of 1,-100 pounds r:er acre 
(about an average yield of Havana seed) 
at 3 coufs per pound, S-l^. Total expensey 
of raising oce aure, $]3G.'Jj. 
Allowing 


1-100 pounds as an average yield per acret 
tho cost per pound is 9.7, or a fraction 
less than 10 confs. It appears from these 
estimates o£ cost that tobacco cannot be 
produced at a profit for less than 10 cents 
per pound, if suflioieat cure and nltill are 
exercised lo make o good crop. It is 
assumed from these estimates that tho 
effects of tho crop upon the soil will not 
be detrimental, since in placing the ront 
of land at SdO per acre due allowance is 
made for a sufficient amount of manure 
to keep tho soil from boitic in any de- 
gree impoverished. Another wriler ale0 
eslimales the cost at about Sl-10 an acre, 
and says tbat .Ihe prospects f o r . t b o 
tobacco crop in that locality aro cloudy.
